Her mother must have been a very strong presence 
inherlife. Whenever she is mentioned, anew emotion 
surfaces. 

At first it was reverence, pride, perhaps wonder; in 
a time when women stayed at home and cared for 
families, Viola Crawford was an executive secretary. 

When World War II came along, Viola moved into 
management of a factory. 

Constance also spoke of her with great respect; 
Viola’s support, both physically and financially, was 
the catalyst for maintaining the foster home that cared 
for over 500 children. 

But then she spoke (was it resentment?) of her 
mother’s opposition to her own career choices. 

Also near the surface was the hurt that mother was 
so adamant about the colors the girl should wear. 
Nothing bright or pretty, only conservative colors, 
colors the girl saw as drab. 

And Viola definitely felt that the writing was not 
worth the effort. 

But Grandma, Lena Crawford, was also a strong 
influence in Constance’s young life. She supported 
and encouraged the girl’s ideas. 

It was Grandma who suggested she write for the 
children. 

The stories Constance wrote served as entertain- 
ment for her children in a time before TV took the 
imaginatior out of the word. 

She wrote stories about the children, little things 
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Constaoce Baker a 


they said ordid or pretended. Adventure stories. Love 
stories, 

And once in a while she even sold a news story to 
the local paper. 

But not until nearly 50 years later did the writing 
become an imperative, a career. 

Constance was forced into bed — an illness so 
devastating it literally knocked her off her feet. 

With the lifelong energy gone, the lifelong passion 
to do for others cruelly pre-empted, she fell into a 
depression. 

But Constance had a friend, a pastor and a part-time 
maintenance man who saw her need. He began talk- 
ing to her and in the talking, discovered her unique 
and amazing history. 


The friend, Gene Mickey, convinced her to tell her 
story. He felt it would be good therapy. 

And he took the extra step; was willing to do the 
writing, the typing, the editing for Constance, to 
relieve her of the tedious tasks and allow her just to 
think. They began with the story of one of her boys. 
He was Charles Steele, a boy that broke her hean 
through no fault of his own. 

The boy was with her for many years, then went on 
to college. Soon after graduation, he died in an auto 
accident, victim of a drunk driver.

The American House Dictionary defines architec- 
ture as, “the art or science of building, including plan, 
design, construction, and decorative treatment.” Driv- 
ing around any vintage town will illustrate a variety of 
architectural trends from the past. A drive through 
Central Lake is no exception. 

Many of the homes in Central Lake were built about 
a 100 years ago. A few are pretentious but most were 
built more conservatively to house the average, local, 
working families. Looking around town a similarity 
can be detected but a variation usually occurs to 
distinguish one from another. Central Lake’s archi- 
tecture was characterized by necessity, taste, and 
availability of house plans and material. Lumber was 
abundant during some of those years but not all of the 
residents could afford select woodwork throughout 
their homes. Many of the homes, however, have 
impressive interior woodwork.

With most of Antrim County under a light blanket 
of snow and Christmas just over two weeks away, the 
tush for Christmas trees is on. Spanning over 12 acres 
on the rolling hills just west of Ellsworth Road are 10 
varieties of spruce, pine, and fir trees, each grown 
with special care in hopes of making a perfectly 
shaped tree. 


McPherson Evergreens, owned and operated by 
Gordon and Phyllis McPherson, is a company that 
was generated out of aneed for local, fresh greenery. 


“Tt all started with the local church having trouble 
finding fresh trees to sell in their lot,” said Gordon. 
“So, we thought we would grow some of our own.” 

That was back in 1982 when the McPhersons planted 
their first batch of trees. And though the couple has 
been harvesting their trees for three years now, 1993 
: will inark the first big cutting. 

* “Tt started out as a hobby, now it’s work,” com- 
mented Gordon with a smile. He estimated the total 
number of trees at 12,000. 

The land became available for the McPhersons to 
purchase around the time that they discovered their 
niche in the Christmas tree market. So they decided to 
take the planting plunge. Besides Christmas trees, 
they raise landscape shrubbery and evergreens for 
transplanting. 

With a wide selection as a choose-and-cut tree 
farm, Phyllis described the farm as “‘a good place to 
geta good, fresh tree.” Depending on the variety and 
size of the tree, prices range between $10 and $30.
